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CLOSING DOWN 

Retailers demand quick action to revive 'dying’ town centre 


Worried retailers are calling for 
swift action to save Epsom’s 
“dying” town centre. 

With Milletts closing in Epsom 
High Street, yet another shop will 
be empty in a street traders have de¬ 
scribed as a “town of two halves”. 

While the Ashley Centre, a shop¬ 
ping mall home to 50 high street and 
independent retailers with its own 
car park, attracts significant num¬ 
bers of shoppers and boosts footfall 
in the surrounding shops outside 
the centre, which are all occupied, 
the rest of the High Street, leading 
to Upper High Street, has seven va¬ 
cant stores and seven charity shops. 

Retailers point to Boots’ reloca¬ 
tion to the Ashley Centre and the

demise of Woolworths in 2009 as 
major blows to the quality and vari¬ 
ety of shops on offer at this end of 
the high street. 

They also cited the town centre’s 
traffic system and “expensive” and 
limited parking as reasons why 
many people no longer visit the 
eastern end of the high street. 

Christine Stanley, owner of 
women’s boutique Basler, said: “It’s 
dying. It’s a town of two halves. 

“The Ashley Centre’s busy, 
around TK Maxx it’s quieter and 
here it’s dead. 

“It’s really disappointing that the 


council’s totally neglected this side 
of the high street.” 

Residents called the town centre 
“drab” and “run down” in a recent 
video shot by market research video 
company Vox Pops International 
and sent to Epsom Council. 

The council insisted the economic 
vitality of the town centre is a “pri¬ 
ority” and it is developing initia¬ 
tives to tackle the perceived decline 
in Epsom’s heartland. 

A spokesman said: “The high 
street is not doing as badly as oth¬ 
ers, but the retail sector is facing 
unparalleled challenges and we are 
doing all we can.” 

There is frustration that the town 
still does not have a town centre 


manager - something many neigh¬ 
bouring town centres have had for 
years to ensure their high streets 
are as busy as possible. 

In July last year, the council said 
this would happen by the end of 
2012. 

But in December, it announced a 
business development manager 
(BDM) will be in place by April, and 
that their role, working with the re¬ 
cently re-launched Epsom and 
Ewell Business Partnership, will be 
to boost business and attract trade 
across the whole the borough, al¬ 
though with a particular focus on 
the town centre.

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Arrest for 
snowball 

A 15-year-old girl was 
charged with criminal dam¬ 
age after a snowball was 
thrown at a window in Cum¬ 
berland Close, Epsom, on 
Sunday causing £200 of 
damage. 

She has been bailed to ap¬ 
pear at South East Surrey 
Youth Court at the end of 
the month. 

In what is believed to be a 
series of unrelated inci¬ 
dents, a group of up to 40 
teenagers threw snowballs 
at people in the street in the 
nearby Longmead estate 
and knocked on doors then 
pelted the people who 
opened them. 

A resident, who declined 
to be named for fear of 
reprisals, said police arrest¬ 
ed one of the youths on Sun¬ 
day evening. 

She said: “It was scary be¬ 
cause you just didn’t know 
what they were trying to 
provoke or how ferocious it 
was going to get. 

“They were out to cause 
trouble and there was 
a certain amount of 
viciousness.”

Several inches of snow forced 
the sudden closure of many 
schools on Friday - to the delight 
of pupils, but not their parents.

Frank Docherty, who was try¬ 
ing to get to work from Gipsy Hill 
to Epsom on Monday morning, 
said trains to Surrey were partic¬ 
ularly badly affected. 

He said: “The excuse given for 
cancelling the vast majority of 
early morning trains was that 
snow and ice had built up on the 
lines - as if this came as a big 
surprise and couldn’t have been 
dealt with in the early hours by a 
committed and competent rail 
company.

Treacherous’ without a £1,000 grit bin 


A woman whose car slid into a 
parked car on Saturday has 
slammed Surrey County Council 
(SCC) for demanding £1,000 for a 
grit bin for her snowy road. 

Susan Palin, 49, who lives in 
Elmshorn, Epsom, said the road 
was an ice rink and the nearest 
grit bin was a ‘treacherous’ walk 


away at the bottom of Mon- 
trouge Crescent. 

Mrs Palin said: “It’s just a 
nightmare. I did ring the council 
this morning and they said you 
can have your own grit bin but it 
costs £1,000. It’s dangerous for 
my kids to get to school. We are 
completely snow-bound.” 


SCC said resources were limit¬ 
ed and cul-de-sacs are rarely a 
priority. It said the £1,000 to buy 
a bin covers installation, mainte¬ 
nance and four years of grit. 

But Councillor Nick Harrison 
promised he would look at get¬ 
ting a bin installed nearer her 
road.

Baby bitten by venomous 
spider after flat infested

A mother whose baby was bit¬ 
ten by one of the country’s 
most dangerous spiders has 
demanded action to eradicate 
them from the family home. 

Rebecca Deal, of Colme 
Court, West Ewell, said she 
first noticed false widow spi¬ 
ders “in corners, in the living 
room and hiding in shoes” in 
her flat in November, when her 
three-month-old daughter was 
bitten on the head. 

The mum-of-three is worried 
for the safety of her children - 
including her four-year-old son 
who suffers from an allergic 
condition - and believes young¬ 
sters should not have to live 
with the infestation. 

The 29-year-old has taken to 
capturing the spiders in con¬ 
tainers and marched down to 
the council on Tuesday with 
them to confront Epsom Coun¬ 
cil officers. 

Although it is not the coun¬ 
cil’s responsibility, it promised 
to help if fumigation this week 
fails. 

As a result it was agreed that 
her flat would be fumigated. 
Previous attempts at pest con¬ 
trol by Rosebery Housing As¬ 
sociation, which manages the 
flats, did not work. 

Miss Deal, whose neigh¬ 
bour’s flat is also infested, said 
an expert at the Natural Histo¬ 
ry Museum confirmed the spi¬ 
ders were false widows. 

Although a common spider 


and not deadly, the false 
widow’s bite is venomous. Its 
typical habitat is outdoors, but 
it sometimes nests in homes. 

Miss Deal said: “My daughter 
was bitten on her head. It was 
strange. I put her down for 
changing and she just started 
screaming and I found a spider 
on the changing mat. 

“I took her to hospital, with 
the spider, and they said she 
had been bitten by a false 


widow. Luckily she didn’t have 
a bad reaction. 

“I like spiders -1 had a taran¬ 
tula when I was growing up - 
but these ones are different. 

“Small children shouldn’t be 
allowed to live with them. It’s 
not right for their safety.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The council does not provide 
a pest control service in re¬ 
spect of spiders and if people 
find spiders in their homes, it 


is for them to deal with, not the 
council. 

“A homeowner would be re¬ 
sponsible for dealing with a 
pest problem like this and a 
tenant should talk to their 
landlord - in this case Rose¬ 
bery Housing Association. 

“The council is happy to offer 
advice and there are a number 
of pest control companies in 
the borough who will be happy 
to offer their services.” 



Thousands call emergency services over French pong 


Thousands of people rang 
emergency services on Tues¬ 
day after a nauseating smell 
wafted across Surrey comes 
from France. 

The chemical, which is added 
to odourless natural gas for 


safety reasons, blew across 
the Channel overnight after a 
factory leak in Rouen, in 
northern France, on Tuesday. 

The stink, which is similar to 
rotten eggs, was noticed by 
people as far north as Oxford. 


Epsom Council put out reas¬ 
surances on Twitter to say it 
was not a danger after being 
contacted by the public. 

The Health Protection Agen¬ 
cy (HPA) confirmed that it 
posed no risk to health. 


A spokesman said: “It is not 
toxic and had also been diluted 
before drifting over England. 

“It is an unpleasant odour 
which may cause some people 
to feel slightly nauseous but it 
will dispel naturally.”

The council is funding the 
role with £50,000 from the 
£100,000 high street innova¬ 
tion fund it was awarded last 
July by the Government, after 
Mary Portas’s report into 
Britain’s high streets. Anoth¬ 
er £50,000 will be provided by 
the Ashley Centre. 

A council spokesman ex¬ 
plained it wanted a BDM who 
could encourage and support 
the full spectrum of business¬ 
es, not just shops. 

He said: “The BDM role will 
facilitate growth in four areas. 

“In retail, addressing empty 
retail units and promoting 
Epsom market. 

“In other business sectors, to 
address the amount of empty 
office space. 

“In businesses around the 
University for the Creative 
Arts and Nescot, to try to facil¬ 
itate the entrepreneurial zeal 
of the young people in these 
establishments. 

“And working with enter¬ 
prise partnerships and initia¬ 
tives, to encourage investment 
and secure funding for infras¬ 
tructure work.” 

The remaining £50,000 from 
the high street fund has been 


used to to establish a civic 
improvement fund, which the 
council has match-funded 
with a further £50,000. 

Someone is now employed 
for one day a week to meet 
landlords of vacant shops to 
see how to make them more 
attractive to potential tenants. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, 
chairman of the council’s 
strategy and resources com¬ 
mittee, said: “If council offi¬ 
cers feel a shop front needs 
improvement to boost the feel 
of the high street, and the 
shop can match the money, 
they will approach the busi¬ 
ness and make them aware of 
the civic improvement fund.” 

While some councils are 
looking at shrinking the size 
of their high streets, as 
shoppers increasingly buy on¬ 
line, there is hope Epsom may 
get a boost from plans to devel¬ 
op the Upper High Street, 
Church Street and Depot Road 
sites. 

This could give shoppers a 
reason to use both ends of the 
high street and boost footfall 
for the shops in between. 

Plans to allow councils to 
keep 50 per cent of business 
rates for new businesses, 
could provide an extra 


incentive for the council to en¬ 
sure shops are occupied, 
though the money this is ex¬ 
pected to raise in the current 
climate is very limited. 

There are also encouraging 
signs Epsom is doing well, 
given the recession. 

In the first half of 2013 va¬ 
cancy rates in the town centre 
were just 8.6 per cent com¬ 
pared to around 15 per cent in 
town centres nationally. 

Figures for the council’s car 
parks, which were free in the 
run-up to Christmas, showed 
a 2.5 per cent increase in visits 
to the town centre last month 
compared to the previous 
year. 

Despite losing Waterstones 
last year and HMV the year 
before, the Ashley Centre said 
this week the number of peo¬ 
ple visiting it is at an all-time 
high, with footfall up 14.4 per 
cent since 2008. 

And a report published by 
company formation special¬ 
ists Duport this week said 
there were 149 start-ups in the 
borough between July and 
September last year - the 
highest figure on record for 
this quarter, which Duport 
said is a sign of confidence in 
Epsom’s prospects.

ties and mental health prob¬ 
lems, as well as older frail 
people and those with end of 
life needs. 

The company also provides 
supported living services 
around Epsom and Ewell. 

Staff at the care homes are 
facing pay cuts of up to £16,000 
after Surrey County Council 
announced in October that it 
would be reducing its funding

to the company, in exchange 
for additional referrals to its 
services. 

More than half of all care 
staff are believed to have re¬ 
ceived a notice of dismissal on 
January 4 because they have 
not agreed to the change. On 
Friday the GMB organised a 
protest outside Prospect’s of¬ 
fices in Horley. 

Sheila Carlson, regional 
GMB officer, said: “Instead of 
looking at whether the organi¬ 
sation can be run more effi¬ 
ciently, executives are 
pressing on with these mas¬ 
sive cuts in terms and condi¬ 
tions and severe hardship for 
our members. GMB are con¬ 
cerned that vulnerable people 
who have been under the care 


of well-qualified staff all of 
their lives will now be left 
without the support from they 
regard as family.” 

The union, is now consider¬ 
ing holding a ballot on indus¬ 
trial action and is consulting 
solicitors. 

An employee at one of its 
care homes told the Epsom 
Guardian yesterday she faces 
losing more than half her 
£17,000 salary and had “abso¬ 
lutely no respect” for the com¬ 
pany she has worked for for 15 
years. 

She said: “I’m losing £9,000 
and there have been no pay 
rises for the last four years. 

“The care will drop drastical¬ 
ly as good staff will leave and 
be replaced by agency staff 
who will be paid at higher 
rates than we are. There will 
be no continuity in the care.” 


A spokesman for Prospect 
Housing and Support Services 
said: “Whilst auditors have re¬ 
viewed other costs across the 
organisation in an attempt to 
make savings, over 80 per cent 
of Prospects costs are staffing 
costs. 

“Prospect has therefore 
been placed in a position 
where it has had to consult 
with 169 of its staff regarding 
a reduction of salary and/or 
other terms and conditions. 

“As a result 30 per cent will 
see a reduction in salary, 41 
per cent will not see a change 
in their salary and 27 per cent 
of staff will see an improve¬ 
ment in their basic salary. 

“We are disappointed that 
GMB should call this demon¬ 
stration in circumstances 
where we remain in consulta¬ 
tion with the affected staff.”

Safety set to suffer 


Firefighters briefed on 
Friday about proposals 
to redeploy fire engines 
described the plans as a 
“Catch-22 situation”. 

The briefing by Simon 
Moore, assistant chief 
fire officer at Surrey 
Fire and Rescue Service, 
at Epsom fire station 
laid out proposals for 
Epsom and Reigate to 
each lose a fire engine 
with the one from Epsom 
being relocated to Burgh 
Heath by summer 
2014. 

A firefighter, from 
Epsom fire station, de¬ 
scribed it as a “Catch-22 
situation”. 

He said: “When you 
look at the cold hard 


facts there the residents 
of Epsom and Ewell are 
going to suffer nearly a 
minute’s response time 
on the first appliance. 

“But then you could 
argue why should they 
have a better response 
time than people who 
are up in Banstead?” 

He added: “Slower re¬ 
sponse times will always 
increase fire loss and af¬ 
fect public safety.” 

Fire Brigade Union 
representative Steve 
Todd raised concern that 
after the move they 
might realise resources 
are not necessarily 
based in the right loca¬ 
tion and then close the 
station entirely. 


Firefighters get job 
done with two teams 


Firefighters wearing breathing 
apparatus managed to save 
a smoke-filled home last 
Thursday, thanks to their quick 
response. 

Epsom’s two fire engines 
rushed to a terrace house, in 
Royal Drive, Epsom, at 9.12am 
after an immersion heater set 
fire to clothes in an airing 
cupboard. 

A woman living in the house, 
alterted by the smoke alarm, 
fled the building and raised the 
alarm. 

By the time the firefighters got 
there the heat inside was so in¬ 
tense it had melted the smoke 
alarm and the pictures on the 
walls. 

The whole top floor was full of 
smoke, but firefighters managed 
to stop the fire spreading to the 
loft. 

Crew manager Chris Wasson, 
who was part of the second

smoke-filled area while another 
team of two tackled the fire. 

He said: “You couldn’t see your 
hand in front of your face. 

“The whole top floor was dam¬ 
aged by smoke down to the waist 
level. 

“But we got the fire under con¬ 
trol really quickly and stopped it 
spreading to the roof.” 

Epsom’s two fire engines got to 
the house in just five minutes. 

Crew manager Russell Giles 
said the damage could have been 
much worse if there had been a 
delay in the arrival of the sec¬ 
ond fire engine - something that 
would have been inevitable if 
Epsom’s second engine is moved 
to Burgh Heath as is currently 
being considered. 

He explained that a team of 
firefighters is not supposed to go 
in to tackle a house fire without 
a back-up team from another 
fire engine. 


Mr Giles said: “If two engines 
turn up together we can use the 
teams together. 

“We can do a lot in the first five 
minutes. 

“If there had been a delay in 
fire fighting there would have 
been more damage for the unfor¬ 
tunate lady.”

Climber’s death was down 
to bad luck, family are told 


The parents of an experi¬ 
enced climber who fell to his 
death have been comforted 
after finding out he did noth¬ 
ing wrong by not wearing a 
helmet or using ropes. 

John Wooding, 29, known 
as Jack, fell when climbing in 
the Cairngorms, Scotland, on 
January 13, and died the next 
day from his injuries. 

His mother, Margaret 
Wooding, from Ashtead, said 
the mountain rescue team, 
police and various climbers 
have all said ropes and hel¬ 
mets were not needed on the 
route. 

Mrs Wooding said: “That 
was helpful for us to know it 
wasn’t through any mistake 
of Jack’s. It was just a fluke 
accident - bad luck.” 

Mrs Wooding said a rope 
would have stopped his fall 
but he wouldn’t have worn 
one there. 

She said: “On that easy 
slope no one would have 
worn a rope. You wouldn’t 
wear a rope to climb the 
stairs.” 

She added that a helmet 
would not have saved him, 
and said: “If you fall 40 me¬ 
tres through the air and hit a 
rock headfirst, a helmet will 
not help you.” 

With Mr Wooding’s funeral 
being held on Thursday in 
Ashtead, the family has cho¬ 
sen the mountain rescue

team that evacuated him as 
one of two organisations put 
forward for donations in his 
memory. 

His father, Eric Wooding, 
said: “They came and got 
Jack and took him to medical 
facilities but, in his case, 
nothing could be done.

Paying tribute to his son, he 
said: “He was a passionate 
person and he was very gen¬ 
tle in some ways and caring 
of other people.

A “ridiculously big dog lover” 
has pledged to get himself tat¬ 
tooed with a sick dog’s name 
in return for donations to am¬ 
putate its leg.

Saving our local NHS 
is of most importance

Why focus on saving Epsom 
Hospital alone, when it 
might be more important to 
fight to save our local NHS - 
our hospital and our 
community health services. 

The SW London BSBV 
review promises centres of 
excellence on the five hospi¬ 
tal sites it covers. 

Standards of care at each 
will be higher than current¬ 
ly offered in both London 
and Surrey. All five hospi¬ 
tals will have an urgent 
care centre, but fewer will 
have accident and emergen¬ 
cy as we know it. 

An urgent care centre 
usually provides all the 
services of an A&E depart¬ 
ment, except serious trau¬ 
ma and injuries and 


emergency stroke and 
cardiac services, all of 
which need full anaesthet¬ 
ics and surgical teams. 

Protection of services for 
some paediatrics, materni¬ 
ty and newborn babies may 
be much more problematic. 

One advantage of the 
review people in this area 
will be the provision of a 
dedicated centre for 
planned operations (so- 
called elective care), so that 
people’s operations are not 
cancelled because an 
“emergency” needs the 
theatre.

Keep planning simple 


Psychotherapist Dr Shelagh Wright gives her advice on how to keep the 
peace in the stress of planning a wedding... 


The trials of preparing for the big 
wedding day can take their toll on 
all involved and it starts the moment 
the engagement ring is produced. 

Whatever anyone says, two families 
will be linked when a couple decide to 
get married and what that joint family 
connection looks like will be 
determined by those involved. 

I think an important issue to be clear 
about is who is ‘hosting’ the wedding - 
is it the bride’s parents or the couple 
themselves?

House sales 
are set to rise 



House sales across the UK look 
set to increase during the coming 
year say surveyors. 

Last month, 24 per cent more 
surveyors across the country 
predicted transactions to rise 
rather than fall over the next 
quarter. 

This more positive outlook 
comes at a time when confidence 
has been growing that the market 
in some parts of the country may 
now be over the very worst. 

In tandem with this, prices held 
steady during December. This is 
the first time since June 2010 that 
the national price balance has not 
been negative and - with prices 
forecast by RICS to rise by two 
per cent during 2013 - it seems 
that the market in some areas of 


the country may have started to 
bottom out. 

This stability looks set to persist 
with surveyors no longer taking a 
negative view of the price outlook 
between now and March. This is 
the first time that respondents 
have not predicted further drops 
over the following three months 
since the summer of 2010. 

Turning to market activity, the 
number of homes coming up for 
sale remained relatively stable 
last month, while demand from 
would-be buyers saw a continued 
increase. During December, a net 
balance of twelve percent more 
surveyors reported an increase in 
new buyer enquiries. This 
reading has now been in positive 
territory for four months. 


Across the UK, London once 
again bucked the overall trend 
and saw significant increases in 
prices. 

Peter Bolton King, RICS global 
residential director, said: “As we 
start the new year confidence in 
the housing market does appear 
to be improving, helped in part by 
the impact of the Funding for 
Leading Scheme. Indeed, our 
members are predicting that 
transaction levels will continue 
increasing in many parts of the 
country and it may be that we are 
now over the very worst. 

“That said, more still needs to 
be done to ensure potential 
buyers can access the market at 
every level. There is still a clear 
need for more homes to be built.”

Richard Brady has 
banned all talk of win¬ 
ning the Ryman League 
Division One South title 
from the dressing room, 
writes Tom Ambrose.

Renwick: Sutton looking 
to wrap up title by April

Shawn Renwick hopes Sutton 
& Epsom will avoid end-of- 
season drama by securing 
promotion with at least three 
fixtures remaining. 

The Surrey outfit started 
the London Division Two 
South West season on fire, 
winning their first five 
games and opening an eight- 
point lead at the top by 
Christmas. 

However, since the turn of 
the year, the lead has been 
cut to five points following a 
disappointing draw at bottom- 
club Camberley, and a low- 
scoring win over Guildford. 

Sutton’s nearest rivals, 
Chobham, are unbeaten in 
six games and the two teams 
were due to meet last Satur¬ 
day until the snow intervened 
- but number eight Renwick 
reckons it will take more than 
a bit of snow to put the skids 
under Sutton’s promotion 
hopes. 

He said: “This is a club that 
wants to get itself back into 
the national league set-up. 

“We have a tough match at 
Tottonians on Saturday and if 
we can turn them over, I reck¬ 
on we will be pretty much 
there. 

“We want to have secured 
the league title and promotion 
by April - we’d still have at 
least two or three games to 


play but we don’t want it 
going down to the wire.” 

Sutton’s home showdown 
with second-placed Chobham 
has been re-arranged for the 
weekend of February 2. 

Although five points clear at 
the top of the league, Sutton 
face the task of playing six 
of their nine remaining 
fixtures away from their 
Cuddington Court home. 


But Renwick, who joined 
from Esher over the summer 
to take up a forwards coach¬ 
ing role, says that although 
that may be a problem for 
some players, he will embrace 
the challenge. 

“It makes no difference to 
me where I play my rugby as 
long as I am on the winning 
side,” he said. “It was a real 
shame the Chobham game 
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couldn’t go ahead, but we face 
a tough trip at the weekend 
and it doesn’t get any easier at 
this stage. 

“Perhaps it will be good for 
some of the lads to have a rest, 
we can recharge our batteries 
to kick on again.” 

He added: “I joined this club 
in the summer to win promo¬ 
tion and we are on course to 
achieve that target.”
